Dr.  John  Finley  Williamson,  founder  and  president  of 
Princeton's  Westminster  Choir  College,  the  only  college 
of  its  type  in  the  world,  that  this  week  completes  its  second 
decade  of  service  to  American  music,  American  culture 
and  young  men  and  women  of  outstanding  musical  talent 
and  ambition.

The  18th  century  English 
institution  from  which  the  film  derives 
its  name  makes  a  striking  setting  for 
the   picture.
